Institute is now iD session, and the 
lookout is for one of the most useful 
meeting that has been held in the 
county for years. 

The organization was effected by 
the election oh ihe following officers: 
— M. F. Pogue, President; K. K, 
Phillips, Vice-President, Miss Flor- 
ence Harris t Secretary, and Miss 
W lilie Clement, Assistant Secretary, 

Ourefficient Superintendent J. B. 
Paris was fortunate in securing the 
service of a most able instructor, in 
the person of Prof. Geo. W. Chap- 
man. Superintendent of Paris, Ken- 
tucky City Schools. 

The teachers are delighted with 
Mr. Chapman, and evince a deep in- 
terest in the work. The instructor 
is the life of the institute; that 
coupled with the corporation of the 
teachers insures a business like an 
profitable session from a profession- 
al standpoint, and as to the social side 
there was never more unaminity of 
thought and purpose to make the 
fraternal bonds stronger among the 
educators of the county. 

Keturning to the Instructor we 
will say tha* Prof. Chapman’s im- 
press upon the minds and hearts of 
this body of teachers will be lasting, 
and they will go back to the chil- 
dren refreshed by drinking from 
this great fountain of knowledge, and 
professional inspiration. The gems 
from Prof. Chapman's great store of 
professional treasurer which he has 
so lavishly showered among them will 
be garnered, every one, and used to 
adorn the brow of the rising genera- 
tion. 

Our impression of Prof. Chapman 
in his work here is, thoroughness, 
up-to-date and systematic. The 
work of a great teacher of teachers, 
whose service any superintendent of 
Kentucky school would be fortunate 
to secure for institute work 

Prof. Chapman's remarks in part 
wore as follows 

We are living in the greatest age 
ol the world 's history. Human char- 
acter has been slowly forming 
through the centuries, Every noble 
thought, every good reason or kindly 
deed is entered. It is builded into 
the imperishable walls of human 
character. He showed how Christ 
had cotue to establish a new system 
of thing* by directing attention to 
the individual and by the recognition 
of the poor. 

The greatest work done by Christ 
was done for the poor. Our work as 
teachers ts largely among the poor. 
Let us cling to the principles advo- 
cated by the Great Gallean He 
showed that humanity is too mater- 
ialistic. t?aid he, “It took four 
thousand years to prepare the world 
to reeeivethe doctrine of a spiritual 
kingdom, aud now, after more thaD 
six thousand years, man is still 
clinging to the uia'erial--that which 
can be seen and felt, and measured, 
and counted—buying. as it were, the 
self indulgence of aD honor with the 
price of a soul and an eternity of 
happiness. " 



only, but for eternity. The soul, 
perhaps, lived before it came to this 
earth. Wm. Wordsworth said, “Our 
birth is but a sleep and a forgetting. " 
His explanation of this was beauti- 
ful and enobling. The teachers 
must be able to see (with the minds 
eye) the child, to be taught even 
though it be hou«ed in a house of 
flesh and blood, and never loose 
sight of it in all his teachings or he 
is just as liable to mar as to improve 
the child. 

The secret of success is the con- 
centration of energy and faculties 
upon one thing. He illus'rated 
this by two rivers, each starlin from 
the high mountain and coming with 
equal force to the level bottom, the 
one spreading out and making only a 
poisonious march, while the other 
kept on in a channel and became a 
mighty river with many cities along 
its hanks. 

Teach people to concentrate the 
mind and they will succeed. It 
must be done by patience, skill, tast, 
gooileness, and sympathy. 

Enthusiasm is indispausable. No 
teacher can succeed without it or fail 
with the intelligent application of 
it.
